FINANCE 


FIRE, MARINE AND GENERAL INSURANCE 


NOTE. The tables in this section have been compiled from annual returns submitted by insurers transacting business in 
Weslern Australia. 


The returns do not relate to a uniform accounting period, the actual period varying according to the Sinancialea 
year adopted by individual insurers. 


The statistics shown conform substantially to the following definitions and should be interpreted accordingly. 

(i) Premiums represent the full amount receivable in respect of policies issued or renewed during the year,* 
less returns, rebates and bonuses paid or credited to policy holders during the year. They are not 
adjusted to provide for premiums unearned at the end of the year and consequently the amounts differ 
from ‘ earned premium income’ appropriate to the year. When figures are increasing, as in recent 
years, premiums receivable (as shown in the tables) are greater than ‘ earned premium income’ 
appropriate to the year. The converse applies when figures are declining. < 

(ti) Claims include provision for outstanding claims and represent claims or losses incurred during the year.
